Upon the firſt of theſe Indi&ments no ſufficient E- 
vidence being produced, the Jury could not there-

To all which be had very little ro object, only al- 
lcadged, that 1t it were a Crime ſo Capiral in himito 
p:rſuade People to the Roman Catholique Religion, 
(which he was verily perſuaded was the onely true 
one) then it muſt be the ſame offence in Quakers and 
other different perfuaſions, ſince they as well as he 
madc'it their 'endeavour to draw people from the 
Church of England ro their particular party. But- to 
this was eafily anſwered, that the very Words of the 
Law had exprc fled the Roman Catholique religion or 
Popery, butnoſuchthing of any orher FaRion , and 
that Recrimitnarions were no excufe,much leſs Juſtifi- 
cation 3 Whereupon after a full hearing , Debating, 
and weighing of the matter, the Jury brought him in 
guilry of High Treaſon upon the laſt Indimenc, and 
- accordingly on Saturday he received ſentence, To be 
Hang'd, Drawn, and Quartered; which he received 
with a modeſt Generoſtty, ſaying theſe words, Gloris 
in Excelſis deo, Oc, 

The next Criminal we ought to mention for the 
likeneſs of their offence in its nature and puniſhment, 
though of Different ſex and manner,was Miftris, Ann 
Petty, Widdaw,a perſon of above ſtxry years of age; 
ſhe lived lately near Holbourn Conduir, but formerly * 
in the Green-yard in Leaden-Hall, ker Husband- | 
ome Years ſince, in a very melancholly Diſcen-

rented humour-upon I know not -what provocations 
went ahd hang'd himſelf, fince whoſe deceaſe- this 
woman hath followed ſeveral indire& courſes , bur 
more' eſpecially for Clipping off money, for which 
purpoſe ſhe held a Correſpoddence with ſome wild 
Apprentices, Servants, or Caſheirs to eminent Citi- 
zens, who it is ſaid) brought her ſums of large law- 
ſul money which ſhe clipt and recurned, allowing 
them five pound inthe Hundred mere or leſs , and 
yet got conſiderably her ſelf for her own. pains, as ſhe 
chen apprehended , though now ſke is like ro pay 
dear enough for it : for ſhe was here indicted , and 
Evidence came in that ſaw her at the Clipping trade, 
and others that had bought divers quantities of f{lver 
melted down of her, beltdes the violent ſuſpition for 
that ſome of her tools were taken in the bouſe, toge- 
ther with Fileings and Clippings ro a good confider- 
able value ; upon which ſhe was brought in guilty of 
high Treaſon , and ſentenced to be Drawn on an 
Hurdle or Sled-co Smithfield (the uſual place for ſuch 
Executions) and there to be burned to Death : A

Edward Lancet, Elijab Arpold , and-Bartholomen 
Jennings were arraigned for Fellony and Burglary ; 
For that they on the Lords Day had broken mto & 
Merchants houſe in Crutchet Fryers, when no 
was-at home but a poor honeſt Maid-ſervani, whom 
they immediately took and bound and gagg'd her fo

Robert Harriſon was arraigned , found (guilty and 
condemned for killing a perfon.in VVbite-Croſs-Rreet, 
which he endeavoured to ſhew was done by mifad- 
yenture or in his own defence, but the proof was E- 
vident, and he for .ic condemned. to be hang'd, as 
inſuch caſes of Fellony and murther is accuſliomed. 
Joſeph Fofter was convicted for Burglary and Fel- 
lony, though he did not ſteal above the value of thir- 
ty ſhillings yet being a notorio0os effender that had 
often commenc'd in _—_— Univerſxy , and bur a 
Seffions or two ago got o 
now received ſentence of Death. 

John Clark was likewiſe condemned for Burglary 
or Houſe-breaking;three more were concerned with 
him, but he only was as yer taken , though'tis not

Henry Rebertſoz a perſon often free of this Corpo-
